Outdated laws could 
nab Jerome offenders

JEROME — Picture yourself as a 
Jerome magistrate Judge who Is 
confronted with the following cases : 

•A bartender who might lose his 
liquor license for selllqg beer to an 
Indian; 

"A farmer facing, a $3ft. lino for 
tying his goat to a tree; 

•A woman who Is Jailed for dancing 
-the-hurdy-gurdyata-daneehall: 

Though none of these cases ■ has 
actuafly turned up In court at Jerome, 
each of them could, All three persons 
are in violation of ordlnnrices that 
explemify a city code which' is 
outdated, sometimes Ignored and 
often unconstitutional. - 

The^clty council wants [o Weed oiit 
those ordinances and \vlll soon con- 
_tract Wlth.a ncw.publlshetta edit and. - 
reprint' the Jepime city code book. . 



City Attorney Robert Williams says 
most of the obsolete laws have never 
been enforced and should be elimina- 
ted. 

Besides barring the above offenses, 
the . code outlaws tuiwdyhouscs, re- 
quires llccnshig of medicine shows, 
and , prohibits showing movies on 

Sundays.

There are two likely' routes the

miles from Dagger Creek. Indian 
Creek Is the.Ilkely choice for this time 
of year, but Guth said "I don't know a 
thing abou t what 's going on." - . 

The /trip, although reasoflably ^ 
dangerous, has the potential to be ' 
sporty and educational.

And a walk over the banks and Into 
the river's rock shelters and caves 
reveals paintings left by Indian tribes, 
some as many as 8.000 years ago.

"White mold disease spreads slowly 
if the foliage Is diy. Growers should 
extend the time Intcrvnl between 
irrigations-and 'possibly even discon- 
tinue irrigating altogelher," Forsler 
said. 

Bean plants that, arc Infected with 
while mold disease at the soli line will 
' wilt and die (lulckly. Infected plants 
have hard black fungus tradlcs'on 
intemal and external portions of tlie 
stem.. . 

"Growers should check their fields 
carefully for'slgns of the ditiease. 
When vines have fallen over and have 
come Into contact with the soil, H is 
necessary lo lift the vines to sec Jf..

Its study further disclosed that the 
department's Food Safely and Quality 
Service, which supervises the Kracllng 
program, did not h.ivc adequate 
standards for Judging the accuracy ot 
Its meat graders and thai the to-adlng 
-Itself was often done under conditions' 
that increased Inaccuracy. 

The Agriculture . Department, 
agreed with some of those findings, 
ascrltiing many of its Khorlcomlngs to 
undcrstaffing. 11 agreed, forcxomplc, 
that graders needed more training, 
and It noted that It recently liegap to 
Intensify training courses for beghin- 
ing graders, most of whom are college 
graduates. 

It also accepted the study's charge 
that the food quality service had not 
ticcn dealing forcefully enougli with 
packers who attempted to cheat on 
the grading. However, a department 
J spokcsmon noted that the food service 
was now^rcparlng to add about 240 
trained graders lo lis current. force of 
400 nationwide.

mass Idlllngs In Cambodia. 

No\y we have a book that must he read. It 
is "CamlMXiia: Year Zero," by a French 
missionary who lived and worked among 
the, Cambodians from I9C5 to 1975, when the 
faceless revolutionaries called the Khmer 
Rouge won control of the country and 
launched a bloodbath that,. to the dismay of 
the author and a few other people including 
this reviewer, did not shock the world.

"After making a careful and fall study, I 
was compelled to conclude, against my will, • 
that the Khmer (Cambodian) revolution is 
irrefutably the bloodiest of pur century.

Build human trap 



THE MOTHER EARTH NEWS 
. . In the following article, MOTHER reader 

Bob Lbwtcoto explains the coDStzuctlon of a 
..hinnane-frap^to-uae-ln.-ffiahUng- your^ 

vegetable patcb. 

Years ago, when my ^^dfattici' used to 
trap 'possums, 'coons and rabbits and serve 
them up as dinners, ho always caught the 
varmints In a simple box trap made from a 
few boards and a handful of nails. 

It was only natural then — after rabbits 
started pulling heavy raids on my garden a 
few years back — for me to think ogaln of 
Grandfather's trap. I knew, I could whip 
together several of the bunny catchers from 
scrap materials In no time. 

The trap you see Illustrated is, essentially,' 

a hollow box about two feet long. The four 
main boards arc l-by-Gs nailed together with 
the top and bottom boards overlapping the 
two sides. This mokes the box's inside 
dimension about 4 inches wide by 5^ Inches^ 
tail — Just right for a rabbit. Use longer and ^ 
wider boards if you're going aftcr-Iargor 
animals, but try to keep your traps a fairly 
, good fit for whatever you wont to catch (so 
the varmints can't squeeze past the trigger
